This decision is in response to the "PETITION TO REVIVE 
ERRONEOUSLY ABANDONED APPLICATION," filed November 4, 2004. This 
matter is being treated under 37 CFR 1.181 as a petition to 
withdraw the holding of abandonment. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is hereby GRANTED . 

This application was held abandoned November 4, 2003, for 
failure to timely file a proper response to the Office 
communication mailed October 3, 2003. The Office communication 
set a one month shortened statutory period for reply. Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed September 29, 2004. 

Petitioner argues that a response to the Office communication 
was timely submitted November 3, 2004 in accordance with the 
Certificate of Mailing procedures outlined at 37 CFR 1.8.

attesting to the previous timely mailing have been submitted. 

In view of the above, the Notice of Abandonment is hereby 
VACATED and the Notice of Abandonment is WITHDRAWN.
